On his way to New York your porre- 
s|)on(Ji*nt stopppil over in WashinirUm 
for a few days and while there visited 
the trreut ifovcmnient printinK office, 
where he met Public Printer ('harles S. 
Stillinirs. At his invitation he made a 
tour of the bif plant and found an army 
of workers of all the trades that go to 
make up a first elans printinir ofHce, 
the numlier of |M>ople there beinK as 
laiye as the |K>pulation of the averaire 
Kentucky cities. 

Accustomed to handlinir biff pro|Kisi- 
tions, Mr. titillinffs went about the task 
before him with the enerffy of a steam 
enffine and those in Washinffton who 
are familiar with conditions are beffin* 
ninff to see the effect of his four months 
of work almost niffht and day. He has 
to a very larffe estent overcome the 
hostile feelinff towanl him smonff the 
employ€.s,und has entirely chanffe<l that 
on "Capitol Hill." His effort to ffet 
thinffs down to a reasonable, economic, 
as well as an orderly basis, is tieinff ap- 
preciated. The striiiffent onlers neces- 
sary to uproot a lonff existinff laxity of 
discipline, at first pinched like a new 
shiH', but now that the newness has 
worn off there is not the complaint 
heard at one time. The new iKiblic 
printer ex)>ected the shoe would pinch 
but stood by his ffuns and the result is 
most ffratifyinff in official circles. 

Mr. Stillinffs is ffradually reorffanis- 
inff the office and surroundinff himself 
with the liest material obtainable. His 
chief clerk, Capt. H. T. Krain, foreman 
of printinff, Charles K. Younff and Pri- 
vate Secretary Fred A. Collins, are his 
nffht hsnd men and have national rep- 
utations as able lieutenants and accom- 
modatinff officials. 

The latter part of Novenilier last, 
Presslent Roosevelt surprised the em- 
ployees of fncle .Sam's big printery 
and oftirial Washington as well, by the 
announcement of the selection as pub- 
lic printer of Mr. Charles A. Stillinffs, 
fnnnerly of Rimton, but at the time 
manaffer of the Printers and Kookbind- 
ers Board of Trade of New York City. 
The up|K>intment was a distinct disap- 
IKiintment to the |>ers<innel of the otfice 
and one that did not take well with 
many repn-sentatives in Conffresa, fur 
they had indurs«>d another .nan. The 
new public printer, who is a young man 
of excellent e<|uipment for the place, 
entereij u|s>n his duties handicap(>e<l by 
a feelinff of hisitility and resentment 
both in the office and in Congress.
